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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 
112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 5 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and 
distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 
Claim 5 is indefinite in that it is unclear what the limitation, "the flexible 
board is arranged at an outer convex that is formed by bending the 
reflector, in a direction toward the reflector." (last two lines), means. How 
does one bend the reflector in a direction toward the reflector? What is an 
outer convex? Claim 1 1 is indefinite in that the limitation, "the chassis 
having an opening former at a portion;" (lines 4-5), is not understood. What 
is a opening former? What portion is being referred to? Clarification of 
these two claims is required. 
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Claim Rejections • 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in 
this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by SCHWANZ et al. (US 2002/0057575). Schwanz shows in Fig.2; a 
window "6", a reflector "20" and a LED "15". Re claims 2 ,3 and 7, Schwanz 
shows in Fig.1 that the chassis is a garnish "4" on mirror housing "1" and 
the reflector and garnish are on the backside of the mirror housing. Re 
claims 4,5, and 9, note that paragraph 0030 discloses that the LEDs can be 
mounted on a flexible circuit board and that Fig.2 shows the LED "15" 
mounted at the outer convex of bent reflector "20". Re claims 6,8, and 10, 
note that in Fig.2 of Schwanz that the lens or window "6" transmits the light 
reflected from the reflector "20" and the lens or window "6" is displaced 
from the surface of the mirror in the direction of movement of the vehicle. 
Re claim 11, note that the light source "15" as shown in Fig.2 of Schwanz is 
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arranged in such a manner that the light from the light source "15" does not 
illuminate the opening directly. 

5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by APFELBACK (US 2001/0010633). Apfelback shows in Fig.1 ; a window 
"13", a reflector "30" and a LED light source "31". Re claims 2,3, and 7, 
Apfelback shows in Fig.1 that the chassis is a garnish "12" on mirror 
housing "2" and the reflector "30" and garnish "12" are on the back side of 
the mirror assembly "1". Re claims 4,5, and 9, note that paragraph 0029 
discloses that the conductive circuit board is flexible and the LEDs are 
surface mounted at the outer convex of reflector "30". Re claims 6,8, and 
10, note in Fig.1 of Apfelback that the lens or window "13" transmits the 
light reflected from the reflector "30" and is displaced from the surface of 
the mirror in the direction of movement of the vehicle.
